Albany 
richer 
by tax 


ALBANY — Albany is 
$50,450.09 richer as a result 
of the recent distribution of 
sales tax revenue, accord- 
ing to William M. Bennett, 
member of the State Board 
of Equalization. 


A record was set for the 
third quarter. Bennett said, 
for revenue from sales tax, 
with Alameda County get- 
ting $1,394,315.85 of the total 
$158.7 million collected 
under the Bradley-Burns 
Local Sales Tax and Use 
Tax program. 


As a result of the extra one 
half of one percent collected 
on the sales tax, BART re- 
venue for the third quarter 
amounted to $3.9 million, 
while Santa Clara Rapid 
Transit District received 
another $3.9 million. 

The BART district com- 
prises the counties of San 
Francisco, Alameda and 
Contra Costa. 


The Board of Equalization 
administers the six percent 
sales and use tax, plus the 
one half of one percent for 
BART and SCCT. Of this. 
four and three quarters per- 
cent of the revenue goes to 
the state with one and one 
quarter percent going to the 
counties and cities, based on 
actual sales in each of them 
respectively.

Small arms were no trou- 
ble: Western nations sold 
South Africa as many as 125 
licenses (or patents) which 
enabled it to manufacture 
these weapons itself. And 
despite the United Nation’s 
arms embargo of 1963, 
South Africa has been able 
to acquire the electronic 
gear required for sophisti- 
cated air defense by pur- 
chasing it from the United 
States as ‘‘software,” os- 
tensively for civilian busi- 
ness or industrial purposes. 
American military aircraft 
and parts, though not sold 
cae by the United 
States, have been purch- 
ased from NATO nations, 
such as France, Italy and 
West Germany. 


The ace in South Africa’s 
hand in this geopolitical 
game is the question of nuc- 
lear weapons. Dr. 
Mugomba suspects that 
South Africa is developing 
them and is doing so not only 
as a means of defense but as 
an entree to partnership in 
the Western security sys- 
tem. 


“It would no longer be 
possible, or even realistic, 
to ignore a staunchly ‘anti- 
communist’ state that 
maintains its basic aim to be 
the protection of Western in- 
terests,’’ he writes. 


The Zimbabwean-born: 
scholar contends that West- 
ern objections to South Afri- 
ca’s nuclearization ‘are 
compounded of hypocrisy 
and outright deceit in that 
South Africa clearly owes 
its development of ad- 
vanced nuclear technology 
to the Western powers 
themselves.” 


What effect does this arm- 
ing of South Africa have on 
its non-white subjects and 
their aspirations for equal 
opportunity, and on the 
neighboring Black-ruled 
countries? 


Mugomba states that it 
both tightens the govern- 
ment’s already rigid police 
control on its own exploited 
population and serves to in- 
timidate its neighbors, who 
in the future might be spur- 
red to develop nuclear 
weapons of their own. 


Some Black African 
states even fear that South 
Africa will be used as an ally 
and a springboard by the 
United States or a European 
nation for military action to 
“protect” shipping and sea 
lanes in the event of another 
oil embargo, or to seize the 
chrome, oil and uranium 
deposits of these bordering ~ 
states. Still others fear that 
South Africa will carry out a 
Chilean-type action against 
troublesome governments. 


Western nations that rely 
on the ‘‘Gibraltar-of-the- 
South” strategy for security 
might find that it can 
backfire, warns Mugomba. 


“By acquiring the neces- 
sary capability to effec- 
tively blunt the march of Af- , 


.riean nationalism, suffi- 


cient anger and frustration

ASCAP 


BERKELEY — For their 
creative leadership in 
music, Professors Richard 
Felciano and Olly Wilson of 
the University of California 
in Berkeley’ have won 1978 
awards from the American 
Society of Composers, Au-

Wilson is composer of

A leading explorer in elec- 
tronically synthesized 
sound, Felciano wrote the 
first audience-participation 
television work and was the 
first to use a television sys- 
tem as an element in com- 
position. 

He is now in the forefront 
of environmental composi- 
tion, using sound to help de- 
fine the relationship bet- 
ween time and space. His 
environmental pieces have 
been performed at the Bos- 
ton City Hall and the Fort 
Worth Art Museum. 


Wilson’s works have been 
performed by major sym- 
phony orchestras, including 
those in Boston, Dallas, San 
Francisco, Baltimore and 


Ona Guggenheim Fellow- 
ship (his second) last year, 
he served in Romeas a visit- 
ing artist at the American 
Academy. His composition, 
“Echoes,”’ for clarinet and 
electronic sound, was per- 
formed. as part of the 
Academy’s Concert of 
American Music. In Ghana, 
he continued his study of the 
one-string bowed instru- 
ment, the gonge, as part of 
his lifelong interest and in- 
volvement 
American music.

Project aimed 


at aid for 
handicapped 


| BERKELEY — Making 
sure that architects ap- 
proach their designs with 
concern for the handicap- 
ped is the aim of a learnin 
project at the University o 
California, Berkeley. 

Raymond Lifchez, as- 
sociate professor of ar- 
chitecture, has been 
awarded a $75,000 grant 
from Exxon Education 
Foundation to give an active 
role in design of the physical 
environment to ‘‘vulnera- 
ble’’ populations — the 
physically disabled, elderly 
and children. 

Lifchez and colleagues in 
Berkeley, Cincinnati, Hous- 
ton and Gainesville, 
Florida, will collaborate on 
a design curriculum that al- 
lows designers to be more 
attentive to the user with 
special needs. 


Lifchez, who both prac- 
tices and teaches architec- 
ture, believes that the 
school is a good place to con- 
sider and experiment with 
the kinds of ciara needed 
within the profession itself. 
His project uses the studio 
setting, in which genera- 
tions of American students 
have learned their architec- 
ture, and places “‘concern 
for the handicapped user as 
a teachable subject into the 
mainstream of architec- 
tural education.” 


Lifchez has been con- 
cerned with this issue for the 
past three years and has re- 
ported his findings in vari- 
ous publications. A major 
book, Design for Indepen- 
dent aye: The Environ- 
ment and Physically Dis- 
abled People, will be pub- 
lished in April by the Whit- 
ney Library of Design. 


It is a study of some 200 
individuals, both able- 
bodied and disabled, who 
are intimately connected 
with the fate population of 
by peed isabled people 
iving in Berkeley. The 
book’s co-author is Barbara 
Strong Winslow, also an ar- 
chitect, who worked with 
Lifchez in his first attempts 
to teach this subject. 


They approached it, he 
says, ‘not as a set of regula- 
tions to be met while design- 
ing, but as an exciting pro- 
cess of finding out about 
those whose lives are diffe- 
rent than one’s own and of 
whom the designer must 
have more than a passing 
acquaintance in making ac- 
cessible environments. 


“Our single innovation of 
bringing physically dis- 
abled people — of all ages 
and life experience — into 
the design studio on a daily 
basis produced the most in- 
teresting and productive 
environment of my teaching 
career,’’ he says. 


“At the end of the term, 
Winslow and I decided the 
experience was worth re- 
porting on. We were able to 
do this with funds from the 
Wallace Alexander Gerbode 
Foundation of San Fran- 
cisco. Our intent was to 
write a modest statement 
that could be of interest to 
those who are in convales- 
cent homes, who have the 
otential of ‘independent 
iving’ but no role models to 
follow,’’ Lifchez explains. 
“A year later we found the 
subject more absorbing 
than we had imagined; we 
had produced a book and 
had found a very responsive 
publisher.” , 


Currently Lifchez and a 
colleague, Dennis Williams, 
are under contract to the 
California Department of 
Vocational Rehabilitation to 
pipes a statement, in the 
orm of guidelines, that will 
assist state facilities and 
vendors of state services to 
check themselves out on 
compliance with the spirit of 
state and federal handicap- 
ped legislation. 
_ “The image we hold of our 
instrument,” says Lifchez, 
“is very much like those 
that encourage women to 
check themselves for breast 
cancer —to take a good look 
at themselves in a way they 
never did before in order to 
see themselves intimately 
and objectively.”

SAN FRANCISCO — Pain 
is a sensory quality given 
meaning by personal ex- 
periences. A physician, in 
managing a patient's pain, 


must consider the patient’s 


personal history, culture 
and character, says a 
physician at the University 
of California, San Fran- 
cisco. 

“For this reason arthritis 
patients, who often suffer 
recurring, disabling and ex- 
treme pain, must be 
evaluated and treated indi- 
vidually, and not managed 


as a general class of ar- di 


thritis patients,’’ said Dr. 
Harrison Sadler, associate 
dean of the UCSF School of 
Medicine. 

A professor of psychiatry 
and ambulatory care 
medicine, Sadler made 
these comments last month 
at a UCSF-sponsored work- 
shop for health profession- 
als on ‘Caring for the Ar- 
thritis Patient.” .The pur- 
pose of the conference was 
to help health professionals 
understand the ee of 
this disease on the lives of 
their arthritis patients. 

“Pain impulses reaching 
the brain-mind organization 
are synthesized by innum- 
erable higher functions and 
interpreted,’’ Sadler 
explained. *‘Thus the per- 
sonal experience of pain de- 
velops as a complex sensa- 
tion from the character of 
the person, the meaning of 
the perception, the social 
setting and the experience 
of personal identity at the 
instant of pain perception.”’ 

Sadler said that too often 
physicians view pain in a 
narrow fashion. For exam- 
ple, an arthritis patient is 
seen as a person with “joint 

roblems.’’ He indicated 
that a physician should con- 
sider the psychological and 
physiological causes of pain 
together. This approach can 
improve understanding of 
the enormous plasticity of 
the nervous system and the 
individual differences that 
make each person respond 
to the world in a unique fash- 
ion.
